The Town ‘of Wainwright certainly 
owes a sincere apology to those hardy 
visitors who braved the elements on 
Saturday and ‘paid their week-end visit 
to town. The country. roads may have 
been tough on the way in but they 
were certainly nothing like those to be 
found in town. So on behalf of ‘the ré-" 
sidents of town ‘who like to. see you in 
Wainwright and want. you to. come 
back, please accépt dur apologies. We 
fearh that something is laid on to pre- 
vent a repitition of this oecurrance—it 
can't happen too soon. 

Thost of us who live in small West- 
ern towns are used to rough roads and 
some mud—but the way our streets 
disintegrated during our recent Sep- 
tember blizzard was almost unbeliev- 
able. One day the main drag was all 
maintained and in better shape than it 
had been all stmmer—two days later 
it was an impassable quagmire covered 
by a four inch layer of soup that hid 
holes that almost swallowed a car. 
Cars were actually stuck in mudholes 
on Main Street, and everyone who 
walked down town had his shoes filled 
with slime. 


By way of explanation no one person 
or group of persons is really respon- 
sible for this state of affairs unless it 
is those of us who lived here twenty 
years ago and foolishly passed up an 
opportunity to have the Calgary Power 
Company put a water and sewer sys- 
tem in for us for free.

WINNIPEG — Initial payment by 
the Canadian Wheat Board on all grad- 
es of wheat should be Increased by 15c 
per bushel and prompt settlement oh 
past year’s crops should be made by 
the Wheat Board With some participa- 
tion by the Government of Canada. 
President J. B. Brownlee, K.C., of 
United Grain Growers Limited made a 
statement to that effect today on 
half of the Company's Board of Direct- 
ors in session here, as follows:

“Because of present financial needs 
of a great percentage of farmers it is 
important that the Wheat Board 
should pay out as soon as possible the 
tens of millions of dollars which it is 
now holding representing remaining 
proceeds from sale of wheat in the 
5-year pool which was closed on July 
3ist and from the marketing of goats 
land barley during 1949-60, 

To make immediate payment pos- 
sible we urge that Wheat Board ac- 
colifits in respect 


of such grain be 
closed at once by transferring to the 
Government at current market priser 


all old crop grain remaining on hand. 
The Government should assume the 
limited isk of loss on subsequent sale, 
and no such loss should be transferrod 
in Wheat Boarg accounts, to farmers 
delivering grain during the current 
crop year.

| years. Difficulties arising in respect of 
| this year’s crop are aggravated hy de-

THIS IS NAVY WEEK 


On Sunday, our government is asking you and me and all 
Canadians young and old to remember the terrific Battle of 
the Atlantic during the recent War and with heart and voice 
pay tribute to our valiant Canadian Navy and Merchant Sea- 
men and in particular to remember those who serving at sea, 
did not return. Truly it has been said: “Greater love.no man 
hath than this, that he lay down his life for a friend.” Our 
Navy fought our battles, and those who did not return gave 
their lives for us. 


One of the biggest struggles that history has ever known 
took place in the North Atlantic Ocean. From Canada’s gate 
there sailed a constant stream of merchant ships carrying sup- 
plies of all kinds to the people of Britain, and to the men fight- 
ing the great battle for freedom in Europe, Africa and else- 
where. ’ 

The Nazi chiefs knew that if they could sink enough of 
these ships they could conquer the free peoples of the world. 
They decided to destroy every ship they possibly could that 
attempted to cross the Atlantic Ocean from Canada and the 
United States. As a result, German U-boats or’ submarines 
did everthing possible, by fair means and foul, to sink our 
ships. They actually did sink more than two thousand, seven 
hundred big ships and for a while more ships went down that 
our allied nations could build. 

Sea power finally won the War for us and our Allies, hut it 


_took sixty-eight months of continuous war at sea to win our 


victory. 

History now records the tremendous contribution made by 
our own Royal Canadian Navy in the Battle of the Atlantic. 
Ours was above all a ‘fighting Navy.’ It was responsible for the 
safe e of no less than twenty-five thousand voyages of 
Sasshens o ships; which carried over one hundred and eighty 
million tons of supplies. 

The Battle of the Atlantic actually did become the “life- 
line’ of freedom. Our Royal Canadian Navy did not falter 
nor did the Merchant Navy nor the men that manned their 
ships. In face of the ruthless enemy, in the blizzards of the 
North Atlantic, amid the thunder of the great. Atlantic rollers, 
in storm and sunshine the grim battle continued and the life- 
line held firm. 

Today in peace-time, as in the days of war, our splendid

The various railroad unions invol-

It is to be presum- 
ed that they will feel the same way 
about the current demand for a 30-cent 
an hour increase in the test argument 
with the C.P.R. They could hardly ar- 
gue differently when the running trad- 
es had been such sympathetic and co- 
operative bystanders in the strike of 
the non-operating workers, 
- One can't help believing that the of- 
ficials, so protesting, can read a finan- 
cial statement sufficiently well to rea- 
lize that the increases and benefits de- 
manded cannot be paid out of earnings. 
They must appreciate that there are 
no funds that are not already overtax- 
ed in replacing and modernizing obso- 
lete equipment and providing added 
facilities for a defence economy. 

Despite their public announcements, 
these officials must: know that there 
is no way to meet. growing hour and 
wage demands without increaseq rates 
or government subsidy. How either 
could be imposed without influencing 
adversely the cost of living only a dili- 
gent labor official could imagine. What 
they are probably willing to suggest, 
without being too blatant about it ie, 
that as far as the membership of the 
unions are concerned the increased 
costs of living will be more than offset 
by the increased wages and benefits. In 
its simplest form the argument is that 
the public will accept an over-all in- 
crease in their costs in order that a 
relatively small group may establish 
wage and hour qemands that many be- 


Proves Fruit F arms 
Possible On Prairie 


LAC PELLETIER, Sask. — A Sask- 
atchewan member of parliament is 
demonstrating that orcharding is a 
practical proposition on the prairies. 

In the dry southwestern corner of 
Saskatchewan, Irwin W. Studer (L. 
Maple Creek) this year is expecting to 
harvest at least 300 boxes of standard- 
size apples from a 20-acre orchard iaid 
out eight years ago. 

The Studer fruit farm is considered 
an ‘outstanding example of what can 
be done on dry land, where there is not 
an irrigation project within miles. 

Mr. Studer is known as a pioneer in 
contour farming, terracing his land in 
accordance with the natural slopes of 
the earth's surface, 

The apple trees on the farm are not 
tall, but they are covered with apples. 
In all, Mr. Studer has 3,000 fruit trees, 
including numerous varietles of pluin 
and cherry. 

He also grows pears and apricots, 
but because of a tendency toward early 
blossoming the apricot yield has not 
been good. To offset this, the Univer- 
sity of Saskatchewan now is working 
on a cross between apricot and lote- 
blossoming sand cherry. 

Mr. Studer sells his fruit’ to district 
residents who pick it themselv»*. This 
year people came from all parts of 
southwestern Saskatchewan.

lieve to be of doibtful justice. 
There is anothér phase of the sitiia- 
tion in which the public again has as 
definite an.interest as the railroad 
workers. That is the indication that 
mounting labor costs are slowly pricing 
the railroads out-of the market. That 
was emphasized during the recent 
strike. Without warning or long-time 
planning truckers were able to move 
in and meet the more pressing demands 
and to gain and retain the confidence 
of many shippers. There, in essence, is 
the situation facing the coal industry 
where constant irritation and price in- 
creases have turned buyers to compe- 
titive products and services. The rail- 
road brotherhoods may hopefully be- 
lieve that this is a long way off. Per- 
haps it is. But, if continuing demands 
continue to drain off resources needed 
to keep rallroads Jperating at their 
maximum efficiency in all increasingly 
competitive market, one thing is sure. 
The public, whose servants the rail- 
roads are, must not only bear the extra 
costs incident to rate increases, but 
must also accept the slow depreciation 
of their most vital public service.

In effect he again advised a switch 
of production emphasis from wheat to 
livestock and said he believed hogs 
could put more money into the farm- 
era pockets in the next two years than 
anything else. ‘ i 

The minister’s latest reiteration 
came when he spoke at a Rotarian 
Farmer's night and banquet at the On- 
tario Agricultural College at Guelph, 
Ont. He made the point that feed 
grains were the thing that determined 
livestock production and backed it ur 
by saying: } , 

“In 1942-48-44-45 we had availabe 
for feeding 2,860,000,000 bushels of 
wheat, oats and barley. We produced in 
‘four years 6,000,000,000 pounds of pork. 
In the succeeding four yeats we had 
1,830,000,000 bushels of wheat, cats and 
barley to feed. We produced 3,800,000,- 
000 pounds of pork. The pork produc- 
ton is in almost exact proportion to the 
grain available, 

“The facts are so self-evident that 
one would expect no grade VIII stu i- 
ent would question them. 

“A good eastern crop of feed grain, 
a good western crop of feed grain and 
an abundant supply of frozen westerr 
wheat should raise the production of 
hogs over at least two years. In my 
opinion the farmers of Canada can put 
more dollars into their pocketa’ feed- 
ing hogs during the next two years 
than in any other way.” 

This was substantially the same ar- 
;}gument Mr. Gardiner put to the farm- 
ers when he toured the west last sum- 
mer. Get out of wheat and into cattle 
and hog production, he said then, But 
for'the most part his advice seemed to 
have been ignoreq by the western farm 
ers who were about ready to harvest a 
544,000,000-bushel wheat crop—until 
the frost hit at the end of August. 

The latest Bureau of Statistics fig- 
ures say the total wheat crop now will 
, be about 490,000,000 bushela—well ov... 
|the 10-year average. But because of 
frost damage much of it won't be. of 
milling grade. The bureau says it is 
feared that only. about 49 per cent will 
grade No.1, 2: or 3. Last year 84 per 
cent of the crop fell into these gradez. 

Now the farmers who took Mr. Gar- 
diner’s advice of last summer are sit- 
ting pretty. They've got their livestock 
coming on when prices are high and 
expected to stay that way. And because 
of low-grade grain crops, feeds will be 
no problem, They'll probably be more 
plentiful and cheaper than for som 
time. 7

Newcastle Disease 


Newcastle disease is new td Alberta 
although not new in the United States 
and European countries. Being a new 
disease we must be on the lookout for 
it at all times in order to check it and 
keep poultry flocks clean in this prov- 
ince, 

The symptoms of the disease in the 
laying flock are coughing, rattling and 


gasping. This spreads rapidly through | 
the flock and may last two weeks or | 
longer. Egg production will drop and | 


eggs are generally soft shelled and 
mostly laid on the floor. Birds with 
notmally brawn eggs will lay chalky 
white eggs rough on the surface. There 
will be a drop in food cansumption and 
some birds will be affected with diar- 
rhoea generally of a greenish color. 
Only a few adult birds. normally die 
of Newcastle Disease. 


The disease in young cockerels and 
pullets follows about the same symp- 
toms as those for the laying flock. Los 
ses however may be higher, up to 20% 
in some cases. 

In‘ chicks, coughing, sneezing and 
gasping will spread rapidly'ana some 
chicks will emit rapid, low, chirping 
noises, The death rate is high. from 20 
to 100 percent. Some birds develop ner- 
vous symptoms and the legs may be 
weak or paralysed. 

If care is exercised the likelihood of 
Newcastle getting into a flock is min- 
imised. If the disease is thought to 
have made entry into the flock the

Much has been said and written of 
the relative merits of privately-owned 
and state-run radio., 

Here in Canada, with both systems 
well established, we are in an enviable 
position for comparison.

Alberta farmers who intend to dis- 
play seed samples at the Toronto 
Royal or Chicago International this fall 
will find much useful information in 
the revised circular “The Preparation 
of Seed for Exhibition”.

/ If threshing with a combine, the rub 
bar cylinder is less likely to damage 
kernels than the tooth type, Hand 
threshing by the use of a flail or by 
rubbing out on canvas stretched over a 
wooden frame is also satisfactory. A 
wooden block covered with a piece of 
corrugated rubber does an effective job 
of rubbing. For best results barley 
should be threshed by hand. Hulls are 
easily damaged if a regular thresher is 
used and samples so damaged are not 
satisfactory for exhibition purposes.

Said Unnecessary 


The best way to avoid accidents ie 
to be prepared both physically and 
mentally, says H. J. Miller of Mutual 
Benefit Health ang Accident Associa- 
tion in an article—“Let’s Take the Pain 
out of Playtime’—in Health, magazine 
published by the Health League of 
Canada. 

Thousands of casualties result an- 
nually from accidents at play, states 
Mr. Miller, who adds that “we must 
begin to realize that playing is an art 
if you are to participate in any form 
of sporting activity and stay free of 
injuries. The fellow who keepstn con- 
dition and closely observes the normal 
precautions isn't likely to end up In a 
hospital ward with a  pain-wracked 
body as the result of an unforturate 
mishap.” 

The author stresses the need for 
g00q conditioning for those who want 
to play strenuous games, the advisabli- 
ity of taking it easy in the early part 
of the season when some sport is tbcing 
taken up after'a few months’ layoilf, 
and avoidance of over-fatigue wno‘th, 
he stresses, is one of the most frequent 
causes of accidents. , 

, Children able to participate 'n or- 
ganized sports at school or the play- 
ground, states Mr. Miller, should have 
the necessary’ equipment——pads, maska 
and a competent coach or instructor. 
Parents should take a genuine inter- 
est in the children’s activities even 
though it means “getting out :.f that 
easy chair and putting down the news- 
paper for an hour or two after supper.” 

He admonishes the arents among his 
readers to “keep an eye on those young 
asters. They are a great comfort in old 
age.” 

On the subject of fatigue, Mr. Miller 
says that when fatigue creeps in, the 
mind gets sluggish as do the limbs and 
there the stage is set for an !nju.v, 
The human body can take only #9 mach 
punishment, and an athlete wit1 his 
“second wind” is much mere usefii to 
the team than one who remains in the 
contest without relief, 

“When you feel fatigue coming “n,” 
he says, take a breather. Learn how to 
relax completely when you're not p'ay- 
ing.”

MILLING AND BAKING QUALITY OF 
FROSTED WHEAT SET FORTH 


In spite of some frost damage, No. 4° 


Northern* wheat should prove satisfac- 
tory tor milling according to a report 
prepareq by the Board of Grain-Com- 
missioners’ Laboratory. Some No. & 
wheat may also be milled if markets 
can be found for low grade flour of 
darker color and reduced baking 
strength. No, 6 wheat, which is more 
heavily frosted and contains more 
green and immature kernels, will be 
fit only for feed, These lower gradsa 
show the’ typical properties of frosted 
wheat established by seven years’ re- 
search following 1928, the last yaar in 
whtich a heavily frostea crop was har- 
vested in Canada, 


The report was presented by Dr. J. 
A. Anderson, Chief Chemist of the 
Board of Grain Commissioners, at a 
meeting of the Committee on Western 
Grain Standards held on September 23 
in Winnipeg under the chairmanship of 
Mr. D. G. McKenzie, Chief Commis- 
sioner of the Board. The Committee 
on which prairie farmers are well re- 
presented, also heard a report on crop 
conditions and grading from the Chief 
Grain Inspector, Mr. A. F. Dollery, 
Standard samples governing the grad- 
ing of No. 4 Manitoba Northern, No. 6 
Wheat, and No, 6 Wheat, were then 
officially settled by the Committee. A 
second meeting of the Committee will 
be called as soon as required informa- 
tion hag been obtained for settling stan 
dard samples of the higher grades. 

Dr, Anderson presented milling data 
and showed loaves baked from aver- 
age samples of grades 4, 5 and 6. These 
grades show increasing percentages of 
frost damage. An average sample of 
sound wheat grading No. 2 Northern 
was used for comparison. Over 3,800 
samples of wheat frem all parts of 
Western Canada were collected and 
analysed for the preparation of grade 
averages. Dr. Anderson emphasized 
that he dealt with estimates of quality 
based on data now available. The crop 
is late, and only a small proportion of 
it has been threshed and delivered to 
country elevators, The Laboratory may 
have to revise its estimates as samples 
of late harvested wheat are collected 
and studied. 

Differences in the milling quality of 
the grades are shown below: 

Grade, 2 Nor.; Bushel weight, Ib. 64.0; 
Flour yield, %, 72.2; Milling time, min. 
45. 
Grade, 4 Nor.; Bushel weight, Ib., 62.5; 
Flour yield, %, 69.0; Milling time, min. 
65. 
Grade, No. 5; Bushel weight, lb. 61.2; 
Flour yield, %, 66.9; Milling time, min. 
65. 
Grade No. 6; Bushel weight, Ib., 59.5; 
Flour yield, %, 64.1; Milling time, min. 
70. 

Bushel weights were tested on wheat 
cleaned for milling and are thus higher 
than weights usually reported. Flour 
yields show the percentages of flour 
that can be obtained by, norma) milling 
methods; the amount decreases with 
grade, No. 6 iyelding 8% less flour than 
No. 2, Frosted, green, and immature 
kernels make the lower grades woody 
and hard to mill; the wheat does not 
break up readily into flour. These 
qualities are shown by the increased 
time required for milling samples of 
lower grades. In the commercial mi.) 
frosted wheat slows up produci!on and 
increases flour costs.

Greater 2 In 
Work For The Blind 


Those of us who have our eyesight 


are, we believe, inclined ta take it 
pretty much for granted. It is doubtful 
whether afi of us ever try to imagine 
how we would get along without it. It 
is also doubtful whether we think very 
often or very seriously about those 
who are denied its blessings. When we 
46 think about them most of us are 
probably net too sure just what we can 
4o to help. ; 

The thought of becoming blind is ac- 
tually a rather frightening one. When 
‘we consider it we find ourselves wond- 
ering just what would happen to our 
jobs, our’ work in the garden, our 
gaine of golf. We envision ourselves 
being suddenly cut Off from movies and 


magazines, from, those hunting or fish- 
ing trips, and from most of the many 
pursuits that we have come to accept 
as necessary parts of happy living. 
And yet those of us who have had 
any association with blind people 
knorw that, generally speaking, they are 
a very cheerful ang happy group of 
people. We know that they do work at 
suitable jobs; that they support their 
families and carry on pretty normally. 
We know that they do go to picture 
shows and engage in many forms of re 
creation. Some of them are expert 
bridge and cribbage players. Others 
enjoy checkers and chess, social get- 
togetiers and dancing. We know that 
some of them do like fishing, picnick- 
ing, summer camping, swimming and 
other more active pursuits. We know 
that they tell the time by means of 
Braille watches and that they keep in 
touch with the world by reading Braille 
books and magazines. Many of those 
who are not so active, because of age 
or other infirmities, follow useful hob- 
bies and handicrafts in their own hom- 


ful that, for those who do need it, 
there is a C.N.LB. ; 

The Northern Alberta Service Centre 
and Residence of the CJN.1LB., located 
in Edmonton, is a fascinating place. On 
entering it the visitor is immediately 
impressed by its cheerful ang congenial 
atmosphere. He finds blind people lv-. 
ing there in wonderfully comfortable 
surroundings particularly designed for 
their special needs. He discovers that 
a sightless teacher is training blind 
people in Braille, typing and handi- 
érafts and that some are engaged in 
occupational work in the spacious 
workshop. He is shown the well-des- 
igned recreation quarters and told how 


satisfying business of helping sight- 
less people to overcome the obstacles 
which blindness has placed in their 
paths. 

A few moments ago we were think- 
ing that we were not too sure just haw 
we could help our blind fridnds. We 
now appear to have found the logical 
answer. The Canadian National Instl- 
tute for the Blind knows their problems 
It can fing the solutions to them. It 
has the experience, facilities and per- 
sonnel to do s0. What better way can 
we help them than by supporting it?

The variety of 
dessert pies has increased until there 
are hundreds of fruit, custard and gel- 
atine-sponge pies from which to choose 

_ The homemaker who is able to make 
good pastry holds the key to popularity 
in her home and community. The home 
economists of the Consumer Section, 
Canada Department of Agriculture, say 
that there is no goog or bad luck in 
pastry making. It is wccuracy in meas 
uring and care in handling that counts. 
There are many excellent methuds and 
recipes for pastry. The following mod 


ern method of mixing pastry makes it 


almost failure-proof, 
Plain Pastry 
3 cups sifted all-purpose flour 
OR. 8 1|8 cups pastry flour 
1% teaspoons salt 

6 tablespoons cold water 

% cup lard or mild-flavoured fat 

‘Mix flour and salt, Remove % cup of 
the flour.and blend the water into it, 
making a smooth paste, Cut the fat into 
the remaining flour until the, pieces 
are the size of small peas. Mix in the 
flour paste, combine until the Aough 
clings together. Chill befors rolling. 
Makes enough pastry for 3 nine-inch 
pie shells; or 1 double crust and 1 nine- 
inch shell; or 8 dozen two-inch tart 
shelis. 

There are, however, sev*ral points 
which are worth keeping in mind. 

Too much flour makes tough pastry. 

Too much shortening makes ths pastry 
dry and crumbly. \ 

Too much liquid makes heavy pastry 

Too much handling spoils the tender 
texture, 

Tt is this last point on which’ the 
novice often stumbles. In hor »fforts to 
make the perfect pie, she works with 
the pastry too long. 

The pastry is most important In pie- 
making but it is the filling that gives 
the ple its character.

Industrial and 


Farmers Income 


Recently I called on a number of, 
North Dakota elevators and found that 
the price North Dakota farmers were 
receiving for their No. 1 Northern 
wheat—somewhat inferior to Canada’s 
No. 1 ‘Northern—was around a dollar 
a bushel more than the initial price 
Canadian farmers were receiving for 
their No. 1 Northern a few yards ac- 
ross the International boundary line. 

The prices today are $2.21 being re- 
ceived by American farmers (equiva- 
lent of Canadian funds) at Portal, 
North Dakota, and $1,283% by Canadian 
farmers at North Portal, Saskatchewan 

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
in its bulletin of September 16th in- 
forms us that the cash income of Can- 
adian farmers for the first six months 
of this year was 18.6 percent lower than 
for the first six months of last yeur, 
and 5.9 percent lower than the first 
six months of 1948. The Bureau shows 
also that Departmental stores’ sales for 
Canada .were up 7% compared with 
last year. There are four times more 
purchasers in Canada who are not 
farmers than farmers. This wl indi 
cates then that while the income of 
industrial workers has been Iincreas- 
ing, the farmers’ income has been de- 
clining. 

Considering all this one might well 
ask where is the “security” promised so 
ardently to our prairie farmers. 

Items Of Interest In The World 

Of Foodstuffs 

Canada's 1950 wheat crop has been 
officially estimated at 490,000,000 bush- 
els, a drop of 54,000,000 bushela from 
the previous estimate of 644,000,000 
bushels, Of the total wheat crop the 
spring wheat harvest is estimated at 
460,500,000 bushels compared with a 
previous forecast of 509,000,000 bushels. 
The drop in estimates is attribute4 to 
the wheat killing gveather and it is es- 
timated that it will cost the farmurs 
more than $100,000,000 in production 
loss alone, 

India’s 1949-50 flaxseed crop accord- 
ing to final official estimates amount- 
ed to 17,000,000 bushels from an esti- 
mated 3,781,000 acres. This is a produc- 
tion decrease of 4 percent and an acre- 
age decrease of 2 percent from. the 
1948-49 estimate. 


Line Elevators Urge 
Reduction In Price 
Spreads In Wheat 


Line country. elevator companies 
have wired Rt. Hon. C. D. Howe, Min- 
ister of Trade and Commerce, Ottawa, 
urging the Dominion Government to 
narrow the spreads on low grade wheat 
and thereby increase the price paid to 
farmers in relation to One Northern 
wheat. In its wire to Mr. Howe the 
North-West Line Elevators Associa- 
tion points out that farmers ere on a 
limited quota basis of delivery of grain 
to country elevators and this coupled 
with the reduced initial payment and 
wide spreads on low grade grain is 
proving a decided hardship on a large 
number of farmers. 

The text of the telegram forwarded 
by the North-West Line Elevators As- 
sociation to the Minister of Trade and 
Commerce reads: 

“We would like to ask you at this 
time to reconsider the spreads ‘set for 
all grades of wheat under One North- 
ern which result in a reduction in the 
value of these grades as compared with 
One Northern of 8c for No. 2; 10c for 
No. 3; 18c for No. 4; 28c for No. 6; 
4c for No. 6 and 40c for Feed Wheat. 

“We fully appreciate the difficult 
situation that will face the Wheat 
Board this year in marketing this crop 
due to the large quantities of low 
grades, but in widening the spreads 
prevailing a year ago, we feel a situa- 
tion is created wherein it will he much 
more. difficult to establish their true 
values abroad. We feel the wide 
spreads established by the Wheat 
Board on the 1960 wheat crop - will 
tend te depreciate the price which buy- 
ers will offer for the lower graies. We

We quote your statement to Parlia- 
ment (Unrevised Hansard of Septem- 
ber 12th, 1950, Page 595) as follows: 

“T asked the wheat board to discuss 
the spreads with the pools after I re- 
ceived the boarg report, as I wanted to 
have the judgment of_responsibie lead- 
ers of the farm co-operatives: They 
did. so, and advised me later that the 
grades set carried the judgment 
those leaders of the co-operatives who 
were consulted.’ 

“It would seem to us that it is now 
possible to make milling tests of 2, 3 
and 4 Northern wheat in relationship 
to No. 1, and to review and _ revise

Loaves of bread baked from flour of 
each grade were shown at the meeting. 
Dr. Anderson dealt first ‘with the size 
of the loaves. As each loaf is made 
from the same weight of flour, a large 
loaf represents what we commonly 
call light bread; and a small loaf re- 
presents heavy, soggy bread. Strong 
wheat that will give a large loaf is de- 
manded in England to improve the 
soft home-grown wheat. Canadian 
wheat that gives a small loaf will not 
improve English wheat. 

No. 2 Northern of this year’s crop 
gave a loaf of 740 co, This is consider- 
ably lower than the 10-year average for 
the grade which is 785 cc. Loaf sizes for 
this and the other grades, together 
with the protein contents of the flour, 
aré given in the following table; 


Grade Léaf size, cc. Flour protein % 
2 Nor. 740 12.6 
4 Nor. 726 13.1 
No. 6 635 13.5 
No. 6 675 12.3 


The loaves decrease in size as the 
grade of the -~wheat drops. In sound 
wheat, loaf volume is almost invaria- 
bly directly relateg to protein content; 
the higher the protein content, the 
larger the loaf, This relation does not 
hold in the above table. No. 2 gives a 
\arger loaf than No. 4‘ and a much 
larger loaf than No. 6 though No. 2 
has a lower protein than No, 4 and lit- 
tle more protein than No. 6.

No. 4 loaf has a crumb 
that is not so close and even and has 
a greyish tinge. Loaves for No. 5 and 
No. 6 are progressively poorer. The 
crumb is coarse and open in texture, 
and large blow holes in the body of the

Dr. Anderson suggested that any 
Canadian baker who attempted to sell 
bread made from No. 5 and No. 6 
and No, 6 wheat woulq be out of bus- 
iness in a week. ‘Asked how such 
bread would sell in England where 
bread is not so white,,he pointed out 
that the British Government requires 
that all wheat be milled to 81% extrac- 
tion. That means that the British mil- 
ler would have to get 14 per cent more 
flour from No. 6 and 17 per cent more 
from No. 6 than was obtained by the 
Laboratory. The loaves would then be 
so much poorer in appearance that tl.ey 
would have to be given minus sc?res. 
Canadian breag is so white that a 
shade or two of difference would hard- 
ly be noticed by the consumer. In En- 
gland, where the bread is slightly dark- 
er, both miller and baker go to endless 
trouble to keep it as white as possiple. 
Special milling and baking processes 
have been devised to keep the color 
attractive. Having just returneg from a 
visit to the United Kingdom, Dr, An- 
derson said he felt sure that more rath- 
er than less attention was paid to flour 
and bread color in that country than 
in Canada. 

After hearing the reports of the 
Chief Chemist and the Chief Inspector, 
the Committee examined the tentative 
standard samples for No. 4 Manitoba 
Northern, No. 6 Wheat, and No, 6 
Wheat, and the tentative export stand- 
ard samples for No. 4 Manitoba North- 
ern and No. 5 Wheat. Mliling and bak- 
ing data on these samples were also 
considered.
